I would like to make one brief comment on last night's Open Meeting at the 
Windmill Centre. Having made such a splended effort to discover our opinions, 
the Parish Council must be very disappointed that less than 80 people turned up. 
Don't people care what happens to our money, or our amenities? It will be 
interesting to see how many vote at the next Parish Council elections. 


From Rob Forsyth, New Street, Deddington, to the Chairman of the Parish Council, 
1.5.89 — copied to The Wditors 
The Parish Council have asked for views on how the money arising from the sale of 
the Windmill Grounds should be edministered. I believe that the first thing to 
recognise is that a sum of money df thet amount is somewhat larger than FCs 
generally have to administer. It is therefore very important that, whatever form 
of administration is selected, it does include the use of competent professionals 
who are familiar with this kind of fund. By this I mean accountants and/or 
solicitors who have worked in a financial environment,

Second, the money is a windfall arising out of a scheme to improve the quality of 
community life. I presume it will be the intention to use the money to pursue 
that aim in a way, end to anextent, that previously might not have been considered 
possible. Until the form of administration is agreed ~ presumably all based on a 
Charitable Trust ~- then the money should not be “locked away" in an irrevocable 
manner until the trustees heve had an opportunity to discuss its expenditure, i.e. 
do not limit their options beforehand. 


If you do wish to have my view on how the money should be expended then I would 
recommend s~ 


(a) sufficient money is placed in a reliable investment to generate income to 
provide a reasonable amount of money annually for special grants to community 
activities = about £10,000 p.a. max (say £100,000 invested): 

(b) a sum of money is set aside for 'once only' payments to those activities 
requiring 'start up' money, e.g. completion of Windmill Scheme, Bowls Club etc 
at £200, 000); 

c) the balance of money is then used to fund the provision of low cost housing 
in a way which ensures it remains low cost for ever. We desperately need to give 
young people an opportunity to live in Deddington. £450,000 (or thereabouts ) 
should go some way to actieving this. One of the houses should be available for 
a resident Windmill steverd/caretaker. 


The philosophy behind my rvecommendations is that £750,000 invested in perpetuity 
is going to ceuse strife in pervetuity! As it was a windfall, then dispose of 

the most of it in an imaginative way thet would otherwise have not been possi ble. 
However, give out some of it now to immediately deserving causes and only keep a 
relatively small amount to dole out animally - if one can call £10,000 p.a. small 
Lastly I believe the Windmill Centre, if it is to be successful, should be self- 
financing as a vigorous and lively money earner, run as a small business, So do 
not subsidise it other than to finish it off. 


As regards the management of any trust fund, then I would recommend that it 
consists of: - 


. three parish councillors - to be nominated by ‘the

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I trust that this is of some use to you and will contribute to the Parish Meeting's 
range of options. I suggest that you will heve more than enough advice! 


TO THE EDITORS - I would like to add two afterthoughts. 

1. We were always concerned that "the authorities" might take the money from us. 
Our motivation was to get Phase II done as quickly as possible and spend most of 
our money so it was not "get atable". 

2. I hear that alternative access to the field has now been obtained. We always 
knew that, given time, this might be feasible. However the WG and the PC at the 
time judged that it was better to go for silver now rather than gold in the 
future. The Cherwell Council advised it might take years. I am still of the 
opinion that we are trying to be too greedy. The young people — for whom the 
Windmill is intended - will be old by the time a solution is found. 22.5.89. 


From Mike Reed, High Street, Deddington, to the District Auditor, 18.5.89 - 
copied to The Wditors 


You will no doubt recall correspondence and my visit to your office last year in 
connection with the sale of epproximately 4 acres of building land in the owner- 
ship of the Parish Council. A material consideration in this matter was access to 
the land which the Parish Council and their advisers felt could only be obtained 
by way of land owned by Rockwell Developments Ltd even though the Parish Council 
owned an alternative access as shown on the enclosed plan, the use of which they 
failed to properly pursue. 


The Action Group formed to look into the sale of the lend submitted a planning 
application mumbered Cli!.107/89 which wes considered by Cherwell District Council 
on the 18th May and was approved. A copy of the Committee Report is enclosed for 
your information. In February 1987 the possble useof this access was drawn ‘to 
the Parish Council's attention and they chose to ignore it, and in so doing have 
in my view acted negligently in the sale of the land contrary to the Iocal 
Government Act 1972 Section 127, and that the contract for the sale to Rockwell 
Developments Itd was ‘ultra vires' and should be set aside, thereby allowing the 
the land to be sold on the open market. You will see that the developers, 
Rockwell, objected to the planning application from the Committee Notes and I 
know from a reliable source that Rockwell have offered the site for sale privately 
to a number of local houscbuilders for a price in excess of £24m, the Parish 
Council having received some £m. 

I am of the view that some form of injunction should be placed on the land to 
prevent a further sale pending a full and proper investigation by you into this 
affair.

DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS AGO by Buffy Heywood 


In his diaries for the month of June 1839, the Rev Cotton Risley tells of when he 
bought Deddington House and the adjoining farm. He also tells of leeches still 
being used in medicine, and we can see that children have not changed too much 
over 150 years; 


4th June - Margaret, the housemaid, very poorly and had 8 leeches on. 


6th June - Pritchett and Mr Hoyle called about vaccinating the Parish generally 
by subscription, I gave £1 towards so desirable an object. Called upon Mr Timms 
relative to the sale of some of the Deddington property by order.of the Court of 
Chancery in the matter of S. Churchill, a Bankrupt, late of Deddington, Selicitor. 


7th June - Sent copies of registers to Oxford by post according to Act of Parliament. 


10th June ~ Spoke to Mr Davis of Banbury about valuing the farm I now rent of Iord 
Carrington previous to its sale by auction. Mr Franklin valued the timber thereon 
at €157.10.0. I cut the chaldar cheese for the kitchen. W Spiers paid me the 
Master dues - I gave him 14s.8d. for collecting them, being the odd money, total 
£6.14.8. being more than I had ever received before by nearly £2. 


13th June - Went to concert in Oxford, Betsy and Holford went with us but did not 
I fear much enjoy their confinement in the theatre during the concert. 


27th June - Went to Banbury with my brother John to attend a sale of Samual 
Churchill's property at NDeddington and elsewhere under an order of the Court of 
Chancery, he being a bankrupt. I bought his late house and farm adjoining at the 
sum of £8,920, the timbers to be valued. I 2elso bought Appletree Farm at £2,720 
and a piece of freehold land at £105 adjoining. 


28th June - Anniversary of Coronation. Looked in at the Vicarage to see how the 
Infant School looked previous to the Bell taking place there tonight. The Bell 
rang in honour of the dey. /%VEN THEN - EDS t/ 


OBITUARY ~ Bernard Bowerman 1905-1989 


Bernard Bowerman was a born writer. Fluent and prolific, he combined detailed 
observation and recall with dry humour and a distinctive turn of phrase. He won 
a prize for writing when he was in standard two and as he went up the school he 
was always getting cuffed for scribbling. “Apparently it didn't do any good', he 
concluded and how thankful we should be for that. 


It seemed there was nothing he couldn't write about for the Deddington News. 
Watermills and railway troins, farming and carting, the Home Guard, Petty Sessions - 
Bernard had something interesting and thought—provoking to report about them all. 
"Not a Jane Austen" he wrote of himself "but I do my best to give a picture of 

life as it was.’ He remembered what it was like when work wes done the hard wey 

and money was so short that with half-e~crown in his pocket he “walked tall and 

felt like Rothschild". jie appreciated"all the modern things. They make life much 
more comfortable". 


Bernard Bowerman never liked school or hurrying, preferring “Life in the Slow Lane". 
Though often in pain and unable to get about, he remained lively and friendly and 
very appreciative of the help and support he received. 


“A non-stop scribe, just like talking to someone" was how he described himself, 
and so he was. We and the Deddington News will miss him, his courage, his humour 
and his "keen eye for a good story" as the Banbury Guardian had it. 


In almost his last piece for 'The Way we Were't, he wrote "I had only been in the 
world a few months when I wes told I was too slow for a funeral, which I thought 
was not a bad thing", We can't help thinking that somehow, somewhere, Bernard 
Bowerman is chuckling et the irony of that.

I chip pan fire, "y ttoren fire, 1 ear five, 1 road traffic accident, 7 call to 
rubbish on fire between two garages, 2 calls to railway embankment Pires, 5 false 
alarms with good intent, 5 false alarms on automatic systems, and 2 calls to stand 
by at Bicester Fire Station. Total so far this year: 97. 


Recruitment Nobody has applied, therefore we are at least 3 short on our Station 
manning level. We stillheve only 5 personnel available in the daytime, which can 
lead to the sort of problems we had recently. Iwas off sick, and another one of 
our personnel was awey on holiday. This meant that if there had been any daytime 
calls, there would not have been enough people to man the fire engine, which means 
that the next nearest appliance would have to have been mobilised, and that may not 
have been Banbury because it is quite possible that they may have already been sent 
to another incident, whichmesans that the next nearest appliance might well be in 
Kidlington, Bicester or look Norton, wnich in turn would mean a considerable delay, 
loss of property or, worse, lossof life. Some people think that we agaRetained 
Station are there simply to back up the wholetime stations, but this is not so. 

We have our own area where we are the first and sometimes the only appliance. 

Once again I ask anyone who is thinking obowt. joining but might have a few doubts 
because of not knowing what is involved, please do not hesitate to contact me on 
38943 (home) or 38390 (work) or ring our Divisional HQ on Banbury 62852 or 56045.
